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WHAT DO YOU HATE most ab- 
out Switzerland? 

This unkind and unfair, but cer- 
tainly provocative, question was one 
of severat put in writing by an enter- 
prising reporter from Basel’s weekly 
Juedische Rundschau to the seven 
visiting avembers of the Committee 
of Editors of Israel's daily newspap- 
ers last Thursday, towards the end of 
their latest week-long Swissair- 
sponsored and Swiss government- 
supported junket, this time to the 
three main cities of German- 
Speaking Switzerland, 

A difficult if not impossible ques- 
tion, in fact. Especially for someone 
like the present writer, who had 
never been to Switzerland before. 
Gently shepherded by Swissair’s 
Israel director, the ebullient Alex 
Ackerman, through a veritable fes- 
tival of Swiss hospitality, even 
through rain and snow, the last thing 
any member of the group might feel 
about Switzerland was hatred. 

Hate most? Eventually I wrote, 
still somewhat undecided, “The 
envy it arouses.” 


NOw, I AM prepared to stand by it. 
That Switzerland does arouse envy is 
too palent to deny. The envy may be 
unjustifiable, but it can be forgiven. 
For -that gorgeous chunk of rocky 
landscape that goes by the name of 


* Switzerland is also home to what 


_- land of the Middte East,” 


may well he ~ for ail'its faults -- the 
Most successful, even if not the most 
interesting, polity in the world. 

A highly decentralized federal 
democracy, it is the closest approx- 
imation anywhere to the ancient 
ideal of rule by the people. Though 
Switzerland is militarily unaligned, 
ils well-trained reserve acmy, spread 
all over its forbidding, mountainous 
terrain, renders it almost invulner- 
able to aggression by land. Four 
hundred years of neutrality have 
helped isolate it from the raging 
conflicts of the world and keep it at 
Peace, Last but not least, a hard- 
nosed approach to matters econo- 
mic, which seeks to maximize en- 
trepreneurial freedom without sacri- 
ficing personal security, has helped 
make Switzerland the prosperous 
es and world banking centre that it

As though to accentuate the fact, 
Switzerland's chief of general staff, 
Gen. Eugen Leuthy, paid a visit to 
this country last week. To give the 
proper background, some Swiss 
newspapers displayed pictures of the 
Isrueli pilutless plane, or drone, that 
is being acquired by the Swiss army 
for its own use. It is not the only 
Israeli weapon being acquited by the 
Swiss. 


A WARM relationship between 
Switzerland and Israel is noticeable 
on the economic level as well, The 
volume of Swiss-Isracii trade is not 
particularly impressive,’ but close 
contacts are being maintained by 
Officials concerned with economic 
development. 

The highest-ranking Jewish offi- 
cial in the Swiss federal bureaucracy 
is said to be Ambassador Philippe 
Levy, of the Federal Department of 
Economic Affairs. A frequent visi- 
tor to Israel lately, the brisk and 
energetic-sounding Levy was able, 
when he met with us in Bern, the 
federal capital, to pay the national 
unity government a handsome tri- 
bute for its success to date in combat- 
ing inflation. , 

At the same time, he did not 
bother to conceal his view that the 
chasm that separates the Swiss from 
the Israeli way of running the eco- 
nomy should be closed by Israél 
moving over to the Swiss side. 

The best -- meaning Swiss — econo- 
mic policy, said Levy, is to have no 
economic policy at ull, in the sense of 
government interventionism, When 
unemployment hits a badly- 
managed industry that has failed to 
meet foreign competition, itcan only 
be reduced by proper internal read- 
Justment, not by government hand 
outs, The latter may be useful in the 
short run, but it only piles up prob- 
loms for the future. That, Levy 


noted, was the experience of the, 


Swiss watch and textile industries. 
The best help for an niling industry, 
he said, is to keep taxation low 
enough: to allow il to pull itself by its 
own bootstraps. ν᾽ 

On the subject of inflation, Levy 
delivered what might be described as 
an earnest homily. Inflation, no mat- 


ter how small, he suggested, is a ἡ 


moral disease, and must be stamped 
out. It can be stamped out, too: bya 
completely independent central 
bank,.such as Switzerland's, sctting 
an annual target for monetary Cx 
pansion as low as 2 per cent, and 
sticking to it. ᾿ :

stances, offended their deepest sense 
of morality. It was to succour [srael, 
not Japhet the banker, that they had 
for years been muking their con- 
tributions. 

They would not fail to continue 
supporting worthy causes in Israel, 
but under no conditions would they 
do so through any of Leon (Arye) 
Dulzin's fund-raising organizations, 
be it Keren Hayesod or the Jewish 
National Fund or whatever. 

But there's the rub. On Indepen- 
dence Day, the same Dulzin is to be 
the keynote -- indeed the sole - 
speaker from Isracl at a festive 
celebration in Basel of the 90th 
anniversary of the First Zionist Con- 
gress, held there in 1897.

TO THE SWISS today, morality in 
foreign relations is an unquestioned 
imperative.

The pain the 
effort must have cused the political 
leadership was recently evidenced in 
the referendum on ἢ proposal that 
the country, originally the seat of the 
League of Nations, at long last join 
the United Nations. 

The leadership of all the major, 
government parties was solidly for it. 
But the voters overwhelmingly de- 
feated the proposal, no doubt for fear 
that endorsement might undermine 
Switzerland's neutral posture. 

Or perhaps there was another, 
more deeply-concealed reason at 
work as well. Much as they seek to 
attract tourists and please them, the 
Swiss, especially in the countryside, 
are not particularly keen on fore- 
igners. Truc, some U.5 million of 
them, largely foreign workers, and 
principally from neighbouring Italy, 
are included in Switzerland's 
population of 6 million. But it is 
difficult for a foreigner to obtain 
Swiss citizenship.

How widespread the support for 
this morally neutral view Ῥ the cool 
view from the topof the Matterhorn, 
as it were — is hard to tell.

NEARLY four months ago, 
Switzerland came up against amoral 
dilemma of its own making, whose 
repercussions still remain to be 
sorted out. 

From the territory of neat, clean 


Switzerland, always on time as a 
Swiss clock, always so careful about 
protecting ils environment, tons of 
toxic chemicals washed into the 
Rhine when firemen tumed on their 
water hoses full force to prevent the 
spread of a fire that had broken out

Original estimates of the damage 
have proved to be somewhat over- 
stated.

as have all micro-organisms on which 
all the fish in the river feed, But the 
river will probably come back to life 
within three to six years.

Many are 
cultivated y American-Jewish lead- 
ers, who want to enlist their energy 
and financial contributions for com- 
munity endeavours, and by Israeli 
officials, who attempt to coax them 
into going back home. 

Despite their new acceptability, 
the yordin largely stick to them- 
selves. Except for a thin layer of

ize at their own restaurants, and they 
have created Little Tel Avivs_on 
Fairfax Avenue and in the San Fer- 
nando Valley. 

Almost all Israelis, according to 
those who know them best, feel 
uncertain, rootless and alien in 
America, but not alien enough to 
return to Israel. 

They are torn by pain, conflict, 
guilt and ambivalence, says Dr. Lili 
Hodis, an Israeli psychotherapist. 
who has counselled close to 1,000 of 
her countrymen and women since 
establishing her private Los Angeles 
practice in 1973.

The fact that virtually no [laifa 
Arabs have been invalved in hostili- 
ties and that the city has been spared 
the flare-up of ethnic animosity in 
the streeis may be due, 
measure, to the centre's activities. 

Created by the late mayor Abba 
Khoushy, over 23 years ago, it was 
an expression of his deep concern 
that Jewish-Arab relations in the 
mixed cily remain respectable. 

Today, many of its 10,000 reg- 
istered and paid-up (a nominal 
NIS Ga yeur fee) members — 60 per 
cent are Arabs; 40 percent Jewish - 
are second generation ‘Beit 
Huagefeners” [frequenting the centre 
in Rehov Hagefen (from which it 
derives its name) on the fringes of 
the Arab Wadi Nisnas quarter. 


Although Haifa considers itself a 
leading “mixed city,” it is not all that 
mixed, with only 18,000 Arab resi- 
dents among a population of 
225,000, Nor has Beit Hagefen 
brought about peace between Israel 
and the Arab states. But, in the 
absenve of community centres in the 
Arub sector (there is only one, in 
Tamra village), it fills an important 
role not only for the Arabs of Haifa 
but for many from Galilee who 
attend its various classes. It is also a 
place of pilgrimage for visiting 
statesmen, politicians and VIPs who 
come to meet lenders of the Arab 
community and hear, at first hand. a 
moderate view of the situation, 


If nothing else, Beit Hagefen has 
provided a first break for a number 
of Arab artists who have gone on to 
success. 

Most famous among them is Mak- 
ram Khoury, who shares this year's 
Israel Prize for the Performing Arts. 
He started at the centre's still- going- 
strong professional Arab theatre, as 
did his Haifa Theatre colleague, 
Yussuf Abu-Warda. The Druse 
painter, Ovadya Al Karra, had his 
first exhibition at Beit Hagefen, ub- 
out 20 years ago, when he still called 
himself Abdul. Some of the coun- 
try's estimated 300 Arab writers and 
poets also had their first brush with 
the muse in Beit Hagefen. 


THE CENTRE emphasizes the non- 
political nature of its activities, poss- 
ibly the renson for its longevity. 

“Our stated aim is to bring Jews 
and Arabs together on a personal 
level, to get to know each other and 
each other's cultures. We do this 
with the understanding that there 
are serious political problems but 
that despite them we must, and can, 
live together in the city and the 
country.” the centre's director, Zvi 
Israel, explained. 

“We make a point of being totalty 
cut off from any party influence,” he 
added. Abba Khoushy, Mapainik

BEIT HAGEFEN runs the coun- 
try’s only professional Arab theatre, 
which tours the Arab villages; not 
only does it provide entertainment, 
but it has also exposed the villagers 
to the idea of theatre. There is also a 
puppet theatre, which performs in 
Hebrew as well. The two provide 
full-time jobs forseven actors and six 
puppeteers, 


The Beit Hagefen folk dancing 
troupe, comprising 24 couples, half 
of them Jewish, has scored ‘many 
successes performing in Israel and 
overseas, a5 a “representative” 


troupe from Israel. 

Once a year, the centre receives 
national attention with its Arab Cul- 
ture Week, incorporating Arab 
Book Week, during which its artists 
promote Arab culture throughout 
the country, while Arabs from all 
over Israel flock to Haifa to view the 
thousands of volumes especially im- 
ported for the event from the Arab 
countries, The books ~ from comics 
to the latest text books -- reach Haifa 
through agents in Jordan and Egypt, 
coming even from unfriendly places 
such as Syria and Libya; they are 
quickly snapped up. 

“Meeting at the centre or even 
only ut our culture week events, the 
two peoples must come to the con- 


clusion that if that’s how the ‘other 
side’ is, they can’t be all bad,” Israel 
maintains. 

_A visit to the centre quickly veri- 
fies his assumption. A Jewish 
woman, who preferred to remain 
anonymous and who has attended a 
Pottery class at the centre for over 
five years told me, notwithstanding 
her own political preference for the 
far-right Tehiya Party, “some of the 
Arab women in my class are en- 
chanting. Such nice people, so cul- 
tured and talented. We never discuss 
Politics in the class, so it's always 
harmonious. At Christmas time we 
helped one of the Arab women to

There is nothing much to sily ἔ 
about the acting for, apart fron 
Bavta's, there were no serous 
roles, only ever-flitting silhouct- 
tes.

JUDGING by the way we were 
receivedat the Belgrade Film Festiv- 
al, you would never suspect that 
Israel is one of probably no more 
than four countries in the world with 
which Yugoslavia maintains no di- 
plomatic relations. Not only were we 
considered guests of honour, but the 
sympathy and warmth bestowed 
upon us were beyond anything we 
would have expected even in the 
friendliest countries of the West. 
Everyone we talked to, from the 
festival people to notabilities, was 
euger fo point out, without our rais- 
ing the matter, that the whole thing 
is a tragic mistake, a rash decision, 
and that, as we all know, in politics, 
as in real life, it is much easier to 
climb a tree than to get down again. 


That it wasn't just our disting- _ 


uished personality that won us this 
reception and that the sentiments 
were authentic is proven by the fact 
that the festival has shown Israeli 
movies in the past, e.g. Beyand the 
Walls, and its present director who 
once headed the national film festiv- 
al in Pula has already set his eyes, for 
next year, on another Israeli film, 
Gur Heller's Night Movie. 

The Belgrade festival is the kind 
Jerusalem has been trying to put 
together for the last three years. 
That is, an international selection of 
the most distinguished films of the 
year, not yet released in the country, 
and some of them quite likely never 
to be released. 

Unlike Jerusalem, Belgrade has a 
theatre, at the Sava Congress Cen- 
tre, with a seating capacity of 3,700. 
It is almost fully booked for the 
duration of the event, as are several 
more cinemas in the city, which 
means that altogether, in a period of 
eight days, no less than 220,000 
tickets were sold for the 55 films 
presented. This leaves no doubt ab- 
out either the justification for such 
an event, or its immense popularity. 

Most of the entries were by now 
old war-horses on the festival circuit, 
and Israeli distributors, who are very 
bel when they believe in a pro- 

μοι, have managed to release the 
majority of them already — films such 
as Mission, Ginger and Fred and 
True Stories. There were also mid- 
night screenings of pictures like Ken 
Russell's Gothic, Sid and Nancy and 
Blue Velvet, and if you wonder how 
such decadent ifems are shown in a 
socialist country, forget it. 

In Yugoslavia, they show Last 
Tango in Parls, Emanuelle and 
Empire of the Senses on television, 
and considering that ow own cen- 
sors almost fainted when they saw 


the last-mentioned and banned it - 


altogether, there is room for spe- 
culation about relative ideas con- 
cerning freedom of expression. 


BUT OF COURSE, politics is a 
much touchier subject in Belgrade,

and one of the festival's main events 
was the first open presentation of a 
Yugoslav film which has been for- 
bidden for the last 17 years, while in 
the rest of the world it has almost 
reached the status of a classic. 

‘This is Dusan Makavejev's WR - 
Mysteries of the Organism, ἃ highly 
irreverent and innovative film, 
which began as a documentary on 
the theories of Dr. Wilhelm Reich, 
one of Freud’s renegade students 
who preached that sexual energy is 
the decisive factor in human con- 
duct. 

The combination of sex and poli- 
tics concocted by Reich and de- 
veloped by Makavejev turned out to 
be pretty explosive, particularly 
when the film added a fictional sec- 
tion to indicate how these theories 
work in real life. 

To top it all, Makavejev employed 
juxtaposed scenes, such as a fake 
Stalin preaching about the future of 
the world in an old Soviet film anda 
schizophrenic beating his head 
against the wall, to give full weight to 
the argument. For Reich maintained 
that misused sexual energy leads 
straight to fascism or communism, 
doctrines he found identical, as far as 
the individual is concerned. 

Makavejev, an enthusiastic stu- 
dent of sexual politics, embraced 
these theories wholeheartedly; but 
the Yugoslavs were stunned by his 
virulence and refused to show the 
film and for many years Makavejev 
was persona non grata in his own 
country. This year was supposed to 
celebrate the triumphal return of the 
prodigal son. Not only was his film 
finally screened, but he was also on 
the organizing committee of the fes- 
tival which means he is once again 
fully accepted. 

But Makavejev was prevented 
from enjoying the first fruits of his 
victory. Whether it was psychosoma- 
tic or not, a few days before the

event he suffered a gall-bladder 
attack, and all during the festival he 
was in hospital. The state of his 
health became news of national im- 
portance, reported on TV each 
evening. 

As for the public's reaction, that 
was rather strange. The huge au- 
ditorium was packed. There was 
laughter here and there. The sexual 
puns certainly worked, but often 
there was an embarrassed silence, as 
if the young people (the audience

FROM A certain point of view, this 
could be considered the year of the 
big thaw, for besides Makavejev's 
picture, there was Alexei Gherman, 
a teddy-bear of a man, a Soviet 
director who until a couple of years 
ago was considered poison at home. 

The Yugoslavs arranged to have a 
retrospective of his films, altogether 
three in the last 12 years, and the 
Russians sent him to Belgrade as 
head of their delegation, an indica- 
tion that things are happening there, 
even if it is all on the surface. 

Gherman had infuriated every- 
body with his first film, Checkpoint, 
whose hero is a Russian deserter 
Teturning to his own people in World 
War II, only to be rejected by a 
fanatical and inhuman partisan.

cially when you consider that it is a 
first film. But, of course, it was 
ideologically unsound, and as such 
went straight to the shelves. As a 
matter of fact, nobody even knew 
the print wasn't destroyed, as had 
been ordered, until Gherman re- 
cently pulled the negative almost out 
of his hat, like a magician. 

His latest film, My Friend Ivan 
Lapshin, is no less controversial, 
with its description of Stalinist 
purges, and its policeman hero kill- 
ing a suspect to avenge the shooting 
of a friend. But this time, Gherman 
had no trouble, which for him is 
exceptional, since he seems to be 
courting it all the time. 

At the press conference he held in 
Belgrade, he invited the audience to 
ask for more black-listed Russian 
films, citing them by name. ‘This 
seemed not to please the Sovexport- 
film people. He also had no reserve 
about fraternizing with Andrei Kon- 
chalovsky, the Russian director who 
has lived and worked for several 
years in the West, and is thus nat the 
kind of person many Soviet artists 
would like to be seen with. Once 
again, Gherman had it his own way. 


ANOTHER Russian film unwrap- 
ped lately, after languishing for 
years on a shelf, is Farewell to 
Matyiora. Made in 1981, it is an 
indictment of progress trampling 
both nature and humanity under its 
heavy boots. 

A Siberian istand on a big river is 
to be replaced by an artificial lake, 
which will operate the turbines of a 
new hydroelectric plant. In the pro- 
cess, inhabitants of the island have to 
be removed to city slums, nuture is 
destroyed, and aé the film reaches its 
end, a heavy fog descends upon the 
valley.

med it. They had big plans to bring 
Lanzmann, Simon Wiesenthal and 
Elie Wiesel to Belgrade for a discus- 
sion on the different approaches to 
the phenomenon of the Holocaust. 
Wiesel and Wiesenthal cancelled 
their visit shortly before the festival, 
Lanzmann was supposed to come, 
but the heavy fog which covered 
Belgrade airport for several days 
prevented him from doing so. 
Makavejev was lying sick in hospital. 

Nevertheless, the screening took 
place. On the last day of the festival, 
from 9:30 a.m. till about 7:30 p.m. 
something like 1.600 persons sat in 
the huge auditorium, and by the 
second part, many of them were in 
tears. 

Whatever reasons Yugoslavia had 
to ignore the film until now, on the 
day it was screened Belgrade TV 
contacted Lanzmann and expressed 
a wish to acquire the film.

‘Tickets an sale’ at the Halls’ Box Offices. 
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Among the judges for the com- 
petition will be ἡ children’s council 
of 100, who will have some training, 
in the business first. 

Coinciding with the festival will be 
achildren’s theatre camp: Ε1 days of 
plays, story hours, meetings with 
theatre people and trips to 
museums. For school principals and 
drama teachers, there is ἃ confer- 
ence on education and drama ~ in- 
cluding the question of whether 
there is in fuct a need for theatre 
specifically for children. 

Funds for the festival — a total 
budget of about NIS 400,000- come 
from the city, fram the Education 
and Culture Ministry, from Hesech. 
a local bank, and from ticket sales- 


Tickets are cheaper in package 
deals until March 15; a one-day 
outing, with transportation, from 
the Tel Aviv area, is also being 
offered. 

In all, 400 events are planned for 
the festival, and one of the outstand- 
ing ones is to be a concert by the 
Boston Children's Symphony. 


ALREADY skulking around the 
country is The Madman of Monipar- 
nasse. It’s a one-man show by Koby 
Assaf, who uses pantomine and 
words in a genre he calls “Textomi- 
mo.” The character he portrays 15 ἃ 
mafioso type who opens by shooting 
his nephew for stealing his nightclub 
act, and proceeds fo try to convince 
the audience to get upand come with 
him to see the real show. 


All this is done in a variety of 
Sicilian English: the garbles are the 
point. “I make the words a prob- 
lem,” Assaf explains off-stage. “So 
that something else happens." 

He offers the audience merely ἃ 
“five-minute” excerpt from his 
show, so that. they"ll want to see it. 
And one thing, of course, leads to 
another. 

He creates a whole imaginary 
family, playing all the roles himself, 
just in the process of explaining what 
the word "pantomimo” means. With 
repetition, it turns into Papa, Mama, 
Tomi and Mimi; and the action de- 
velops out of the sound. 

By working in a language which is 
neither that of the character nor that 
of the audience, he makes the use of 
words difficult. “The greater the 
conflicts, the greater the part the 
body plays,” Assaf says. 

He studied in France and did a 
doctorate there on the phenomenon 


of the unexpected and its effect in 
theatre. But he prefers not to dwell 
on labels and theory. This work, like 
others he has done, developed out οἵ 
improvisation, and varies to some 
extent with audience response. 


ANOTHER hit of promising mad- 
ness is a mime duo coming next 
week: Steven Wasson and Corinne 
Soum's Theatre de l’Ange Fou 
(Theatre of the Mad Angel), which 
is presenting 2 piece called The Cra- 
sade. They both studied corporeal 
mime with the master Etienne De- 
croux in Paris (as did Kobi Assaf) 
and both also teach with him. 

Their piece is described as dealing 
with limits, anguish, bureaucracy — 
but primarily with movement. 
According to various reviewers, they 
use recognizable social gesture, but 
in a symbolic rather than Tepresenta- 
tive way. One reviewer called ita 
vivid display of mime’s power to 
communicate the rhythms of experi- 
ence without relying on literal repre- 
sentation or complete intellectual 
understanding.” 

Performances will be at Beit Leis- 
sin in Tel Aviv, The Jerusalem 
‘Theatre and the Haifa Theatre's 
Wadi Salib stage. The impresario is 
Giora Naor. . 


GESTURE is not the Cambridge 
Buskers’ major medium, though 
they began their career by reaching 
for handouts when they found them- 
selves at Blackfriars Underground 
Station in London without the fare 
for getting back to Cambridge. 
Michael Copley played the flute and 
- David Ingram the uccordion, and 
they've been travelling ever since. 

Copley has added some other 
wind instruments to his repertoire, 
including recorders, ocarinas and a 
medieval crumhorn, on which he can 
play Handel's Hallelujah chorus.

WHEN ast seen, the writing table of 

Zalman Schneour was stacked up in 

the back of a junk-dealer's stall in 

the Jaffa flea market. 

_ To be sure, this is not the kind of 
hews that makes most readers leap 
up from their breakfast tables and 
clap their foreheads in astonishment 
and anguish. After all, we're only 
speaking about an old piece of scar- 
red furniture. And the poet, who 
died in 1959, certainly doesn’t need 
it any longer. 

The question is, does the nation? 

Essentially, this very question is at 
the heart of a controversy that is just 
beginning to bubble to the surface in 
Israeli cultural circles: should the 
country build a museum to cclebrute 
its national literature? 

The chief proponent of the idea is 
poet and publisher Itamar Yaoz- 
Kest. In the Tel Aviv office of his 
Eke publishing house, the 52-year- 
old, Hungarian-born Yaoz-Kest re- 
cently explained to us what the 
objectives of such un institution 
would be. 

“To honour the achievement of 
Jewish writing.” he tells us, “and of 
course to serve an educational func- 
tion. Many of our young people 
gradunte from high school with no 
concept of the development of Heb- 
rew and Jewish literature. They've 
had certain things crammed down 
their throats. They've probably 
memorized a fair amount of verse. 
But they don't sec a particular writer 
in a social and historical setting. 
They don’t comprehend him in his 
relationship to other writers. 

“They can’t fix in their minds a 
writer's place in terms of the growth 
and progression of our fiterature. 
Not knowing who was contemporary 
with whom, or how one generation 
built from the previous generations, 
seriously impairs a person's appre- 
ciation of a literature. 

“A comprehensive exhibition on 
Hebrew and Jewish literature,” 
Yaoz-Kest maintains, “would pro- 
vide, probably for the first time for 
our young people and perhaps for 
our not-so-young people, a means of 
comprehending the context and the 
chronological development of our 
written heritage. And by including 
personal artefacts, such a museum 
can help the public see poets and 
novelists as people, and not just 
names in an anthology.” 


HENCE the significance of the fate 

of Zalman Schneour’s desk. Of 

course there is no intrinsic value in 

this poet's writing table or that 

τ novelist's pencil sharpener or some 

essayist's cigar-trimmer and ashtray. 

But it is undeniable that a visit, say, 

to Beit Bialik in Tel Aviv or to the 

Agnon residence in Jerusalem pro- 

vides more than that little frisson of 

pleasure that comes with poking ab- 

out a celebrated personality’s per- 

τ sonal effects; it also enhances our 

"ability to conceptualize residents ‘of

them. But while it's fitting and prop- 

er to celebrate Bialik and Agnon, 

what about others?” 

What about Tchernichovsky? The 
Writers Association hasa little room 
dedicated to Tchernichovsky, but 
thal’s hardly adequate. And what 
about Shlonsky? Schneour? Ahad 
Ha'am? Leah Goldberg? Rahel? 
Gordon? Amichai? Obviously we 
don’t want or need a museum de- 
voted to each individual. 

“So you see, a national museum 
could perform that function — and it 
could be something else besides. Of 
course it would highlight certain fi- 
gures. But the focus would be on the 
entire sweep and development of the 
literature. And in that sense there 
would be no ‘conflict of interest’ with 
existing museums devoted to indi- 
viduals. 

“IN ADDITION,” Yaoz-Kest con- 
tinues, ‘we're fortunate that there's 
an abundance of exhibition material 
around, at least for the figures of 
modern Hebrew literature. And that 
includes the writers like Bialik and 
Agnon who have ‘houses’ already. 
There are plenty of manuscripts and 
personal effects that would make for 
wonderful display. 

“The trouble is, thesc things are 
scattered in a variety of locations. 
The idea would be to bring a good 
number of them together before 
they get lost. Tchernichovsky’s 
shingle -- he was a physician, you 
know — was nearly thrown away 
when his house was sold and reno- 
vated. The sign survived by a mira- 
cle, and was restored as a historical 
marker by the taxpayer. 

“Think of how many other histor- 
ical items, or for that matter valuable 
manuscripts, are lying about in attics 
and trunks, things that might. 
carelessly be thrown away.” 

- The publisher adds that a perma- 
nent exhibition devoted to modern 
Hebrew literature might be only the 
starting point for such a museum. ~ 

“T certainly think it's reasonable,” 
he says, “that such a museum should 
include Jewish writing in other lan- 
guages -- Yiddish, for example, or 
Arabic. 1 think.-we. feel secure 
enough today with the establishment 
a agi ebiivine Recep! ost ἴο - Pings.

to start, and Tel Aviv, as the home of 
all thal literary activity, would be the 
natural place for such an institu- 
tion.” 

Yaoz-Kest himself has a consider- 
able archive that he says could serve 
as a basis for a national literary 
museum. Since founding the Eked 
publishing house in 1958, he has 
squirreled away a small mountain of 
original manuscripts and other docu- 
ments relating to the literary life of 
the country. Besides that, since the 
Eked premises at 29 Rehov Bar- 
Kochba have long served as a centre 
for poetry readings, exhibitions and 
similar Aultur-klatchen, Yaoz-Kest 
has amassed nearly three decades’ 
worth of memorable photos, pro- 
gramme booklets and so on that he 
would like to see properly displayed. 


BUT WAIT a minute. When it com- 
es to archives of our national litera- 
ture, nothing can touch the re- 
nowned Genazim collection at the 
headquarters of the Hebrew Writers 
Association. And in terms of a 
national literary museum, nobody is 
going to touch the Genazim, 

That seems to be the attitude of 
Writers Association chairwoman 
Shulamit Lapid. 

“We don't necessarily oppose the 
idea of such a museum,” she tells us. 
“But the Writer's House would be 
the natural place for it. We have a 
nice building, we have the lecture 
halls, we have the coffee shop, and 
most important, we have the ar- 
chives, 

“It doesn’t make any sense to try 
to start a museum from scratch, 
without our archives, But nobody is 
going to take anything out of our 
archives. At best, they would have to 
photocopy our documents. But what 
is the point of that, a museum of 
photocnpies?” ᾿ 

A literary museum built without 
the cooperation of the Genazim 

would certainly be an impoverished 
affair, Established in 1951 by the late 
novelist Asher Barash, the archive 
contains some two million items, 
- including original manusoripts, ‘ di- 
aries, correspondence, drawings, 
literary journals and newspaper clip- 


dating as far back as 1860 and includ-

In all, the Genazim is the greatest 
singe depository of modern | febrew 
letters. In addition, the collection 
has recently benefited from renova- 
tions at the Writer's House, which 
include new ing roams and it 
modernized cataloguing system. 

Yet Shulamit Lapid’s lack of en- 
thusiasm for the proposed national 
literary museum goes beyond mere 
protective feelings about her asso- 
cialion's archives. 

“My main cuncern,” she siys, 
“has to do with diversion of re- 
sources, which are in shurt supply its 
it is. Budgets for culture in general 
and publishing in particular have 
been cut to the bone. My feeling is 
that if any money is to be devoted to 
the promotion of our literary herit- 
age, there is no better way to do it 
than by printing new books and 
supporting living writers. 

“That's the way to maintain the 
connection between readers and wri- 
ters. That's the only way. Not by 
building some cultural palace or 
shrine to the literary accomplish- 
ments of the past. I hate to think of a 
donor being tapped for some fancy 
monument that could have his name 
on it, when his money could be used 
to support living writers.” 


NEEDLESS to say, Itamar Yaoz- 
Kest rejects this viewpoint out of 
hand. 

“T think the problem here is a lack 
of understanding on the part of Mrs. 
Lapid as to what I’m interested in 
seeing established. Of course, 1 
don’t imagine an institution that 
would compete with the Genazim. 

“The fact is, the archive at the 
Writers Association serves scholars 
and researchers. Jt doesn't have the 
resources to function as a museum, 
and was never intended to do so. I'm 
talking about an educational facility, 
mainly for our young people, not a 
research institute.” 

‘Yaoz-Kest in fact has a very clear 
model in mind for an Israeli national 
literary museum. Five years ago, he 
visited his native Hungary and ran 
into an old friend whom he disco- 
vered was curator of Budapest's 
literary museum. 

“] was utlerly charmed with what 
T saw,” Yaoz-Kest recalls. ‘The 
museum Is in an old castle. Certain 
rooms were devoted to individual 
writers. Other rooms dealt with par- 
ticular literary schools or groupings. 
Then there were special, changing 
exhibitions -- when I was there, one 
happened to be devoted to Georg 
Lukacs. 

“The museum contained manu- 
scripts, photos, personal items like 
clothing and writing instruments, 
and recordings of writers reading 
their works. All in all, it gave the 

visitor a wonderful understanding of 
Hungarian literature. When my 
friend asked me whether we had 
anything comparable in Israel, I was 


_ embarrassed to admit we did not. 


“Since then,” Yaoz-Kest con- 
tinues, “I've learned that similar 
museums exist in East Berlin, Po- 
land, Romania, Holland and else- 
where. I think the time has come for 
one here. So I-felt out a number of 
writers like Moshe Shamir and Shin 
Shalom, and the families of Avra- 
ham Shlonsky and Ezra Zussman 
and Avigdor Hameiri and Shimon

SO FAR, however. no building has 
heen selected. Yaoz-Kest_ reports 
that Mayor Shlome Lithat received 
the idea favourably, but has yet to 
come up with a building, let alone 
the money tor establishing a 
museum. Education and Culture 
Minister Yitzhak Navon also re- 
portedly endorses the idea, but 
hasn't the budget to hack up his 
blessings. 

The official who most heartily sup- 
ports Yaoz-Kest's idea is Align- 
ment MK Yitzhak Artzi, who held 
the cultural portfolio when he was 
deputy mayor of Tel Aviv. A fellow 
Hungarian, Artzi also visited the 
literary museum in Budapest and 
came away with the conviction that 
Israel deserves nu less. 

“It was a remarkable experience," 
Artzi says of his visit to the Budapest 
museum, “You spend an afternoon 
there and you come away with a very 
rich apprecixtion of Hungarian liter- 
ature. [ firmly believe Israel needs a 
similar educatiunal facility.” 

Artzi even knows where he would 
like lo see such a museum. 

“1 think the logical place," he tells 
us, “would be in one of those 
wonderful old houses on Rehoy 
Bialik. [t's already turning into 
something of a '‘muscum row’ any- 
way. You have Beit Bialik, the Tel 
Aviv Municipality Museum and the 
Isracl Music and Dance Library, and 
the Isrucl Theatre Museum is set to 
move in there. I’m told that unfortu- 
nately, at the moment there’s πὸ 
building available on the street. Ὁ 

“And I'm aware of the opposition 
coming from the Writers Assacia- 
tion to any sort of facility outside of 
the Writer's House. But 1 still think 
Mayor Lahat and the education 
minister should set up a commission 
to gel this project moving.” 


YAOZ-KEST agrees that the next 
step is up to Eahat and Navon. 
Meanwhile, he’s satisfied with the 
moral support his proposition has 
received, und is not unduly distres- 
sed by the objections from the Wri- 
ters Association. 

As for the question of whether 
funds would better be devoted to a 
museum or te new. publishing pro- 
jects, the point seems moot. With no 
money avuiluble for anything, what 
harm is there in pushing for every- 
thing? 

Beyond that, perhaps Itamar 
Ynoz-Kest suspects that the real 
filerary wars will begin ifand whena 
national literary museum ever gets 
under way.

DELPHINE, a woman in her Inte 
twenties, is left stranded on the eve 
of her summer vacation. Having re- 
cently split up with her boyfriend, 
she had intended to spend it with her 
friends ona Greek island, but is told 
at the last minute that they have had 
to cancel the trip. 

While all her colleagues at the 
office are preparing for their holi- 
days, she faces τι few lonely weeks. 
So she accepts the invitation of one 
of them to join her on a visit to 
friends with a country house in Nor- 
mandy. But after three days she feels 
unwanted, and returns to Paris. She 
makes an excursion to the boy- 
friend's chalet in the mountains, but 
the solitude and the memories are 
too much for her, and back she goes 
to Paris again. 

As a last resort, she goes down to 
Biarritz, but she can't stand that 
crowded town either. And then, 
just as she is about to go home in 
despair, she finds the company she 
has been looking for all the summer. 

En French, this film is called Le 
Rayon Vert. In English, it has been 
translated simply as Surnuner. Maybe 
that’s a good idea. After all, ifa film 
is entitled The Green Ray, you ex- 
pect some kind of science-fiction 
adventure, and Eric Rohmer's pic- 
ture is anything but that. 

It is a straightforward, uncompli- 
cated portrayal of one almost-failed 
summer holiday. It is easily compre- 
hensible to any kind of audience: 
everything is very real and inimedi- 
ate. 

It is also suspiciously simple, com- 
ing from someone who has the repu- 
tation of being a natural highbrow, 
probably the only film director who 
teaches French literature and phil- 
osophy at the Sorbonne, 

However, Rohmer is not defect- 
ing from the ranks of the intellec- 
tuals. On the contrary, he is attemp- 
ting to go back to the roots of his art, 
and divest it of all unnecessary de- 
corations. 


WHEN IT was shown in Venice last 
year, the film was greeted with a 
gasp by Rohmer aficionados. They 
had been trained to expect very 
precise, perfectly shaped, brilliantly 
written philosophical dissertations 
combining wisdom and humour, a 
sort of cinematic equivalent tocham- 
ber music of the highest order. And 
there, on the screen, they were con- 
fronted with what was obviously an 
improvised work, 

Moreover, it was clear that it 
wasn't just the master's own impro- 
visation, but the result of coopera- 
tion With the cast and the crew, 
which is almost sacrilege, as if 
Flaubert had asked the advice of his 
publishers before writing Madame 
Bovary. 

At first, the fans were taken 
aback. But once they settled down to 
it, they realized that Rohmer was on 
to something new and as exciting as 
anything he has done. Before long 
they were as enthusiastic os ever,

LAST RESORT

_One French critic argues that the 
difference between the two cycles is, 
simply that in the first, the hidden 
wishes of the characters come true, 
not always to their satisfaction, while 
in the second, the wishes don’t 
materialize and they are left wonder- 
ing whether fate has arranged things 
for them better than they would have 
done on their own, 


Summer fits very well into this 
mould, following the classic pattern 
established by Rohmer. What has 
changed drastically here is the lan- 
guage. For yeurs, Rohmer appeared 
to be polishing his style, perfecting 
his very slight plots, eliminating any- 
thing that would mar the definition 
of the image, the precision of the 
sets, the exact timing of the mon- 
tage. His movies were becoming 
increasingly smart and sophisti- 
cated, but were getting dangerously 
close to pure cerebral exercises. 


HAPPILY, with Summer he has 
definitely changed direction. Insten 
of the careful plot, well established 
in advance, there is only a schema to 
piace the film adheres rather loose- 
y. 

_ Pedantic dialogue is replaced by 
lines suggested! by the actors them- 
selves ns suiting the characters they 
play and the particular situntion. 
The camerais left to roam freely, the 
only instruction given to the oper- 
ator being to stick faithfully to the 
main character all the time, as in a 
documentary. There are virtually no 
prearranged sets; the entire picture 


proceeds in the most freewhceling 
manner. 


If the cinematic language of Sum- 
mer is surprising in its non- 
conformist freshness, what we have 
here is exactly the Rohmerian situa- 
tion: @ young woman who has a 
certain ideal of a man on which she 
refuses. to compromise, but who 


lacks the’ self-confidence to do any- 


thing about it. She exasperates her- 
friends as well as the audience, yet 
her fears and her insecurity. are so 
true to life and- so accurately por- 
trayed, that you feel you know exact- 
ly: what her trouble is; and occa- 
sionally long to get up there on the 
screen ‘ind shake her out of it, so 
powerful isthe impression she-has. 
made on you. And one can certainly 


- pay an actress no higher a compli- 


Ment than that.” 


IF DELPHINE comes out so con- 
vincingly alive, it is also because 
Rohmer observes everything going 
on around her with such perspicuity. 
As, for instance, in Normandy, 
where everyone is sitting round the 
table discussing the situation, and 
while no overt reference is made to 
Delphine, you know exactly what 
she is feeling at any given moment.

True, there is a certain difficulty in 
preparing a steak that is still red 
inside and yet hot and juicy; but it 
can be done, and one might expect it 
of a restaurant that specializes in 
grilled meat. ᾿ 
My companion tried the home- 
‘made kebab, the cheapest dish on 
the menu. The meat -- beef — had 
been coarsely chopped and formed 
into patties, not unlike hamburgers. 
with, however, a rather more serious 
attempt at seasoning. There were 
even a few pine nuts scattered here 
and there in the meat. 
Both dishes came with perfectly- 
cooked chips and a salad. ‘The salad 
consisted of the most finely-chopped 


seen, and this in a land of finely 
chopped salads, together with mod- 
erately chopped lettuce. 

There was no seasoning whatsorv- 
er on the salad, but 1. perhaps in 
recognition of the fact that 1 had 
ordered a steak, did get a wedge of 
Jemon with mine. The waitress was 
happy to add oil when Lasked her for 
it. 


WITH OUR meal we were served 
two pittot, which had been nicely 
heated, and we each had a large 
tankard of draught beer. Strange to 
say, because it was the first time 1 
ever recall such a thing in this coun- 
try, the beer was flat. Perhaps we 
had hit a bad barrel. 

“The main course was not ontstand- 
ing. and the dessert was nothing to 
write home about either. The choco- 


late mousse had a rather grainy qual- 
ity, while the blintz, filled with nuts, 
seemed to be made with a rather 
tough, commercially-packaged 
crepe. The coffee wasn t bad.

A fascinating subject -- and one of 
great importance ~ is the connection 
between music and the synagogue, 
the cantillation serving as an obvious 
example of one penetrating the 
other's realm. The relationship has 
not been, and isn't. smooth, though. 
On the one hand, the hassidim are 
not averse to tunes from outside 
entering the worship, seeing in it 
“purification” of music. Naomi 
Shemer’s “Jerusalem of Gokl" is 
thus sung in synagogues, The pro- 
nouncements on the subject by for- 
mer chief rabbi Ovadia Yosef are 
also brought up. 

On the other hand, a pamphlet 
written and distributed in Mea 
She'arim expresses unflinching 
Opposition to music in synagogue.

SCHOLARLY 
TRADITION 


THE POPULAR image of un 
absent-minded professor, engrossed 
in scientific pursuits and separated 
by walls of academe from the outside 
world, misses the mark regarding the 
Hebrew Universily's Amnon Shi- 
loah. 

To be sure, the 58-year-old musi- 
cologist is a great scholar, the 
world's leading authority on the 
Arab and Jewish musical traditions. 
His monumental volume, The editor, Bat-Chen First, as well as 
Theory of Music in Arabic Writings Arie Vardi, who initiated the pro- 
(c. 900-1900), was publishedin 1979 ject. 
as part of the prestigious RISM 
(Répertoire International des Sources 
Musicales), An author of many 
books and Icarned articles — he con- 
tributed to the Encyclopaedia Bri- 
tannica, Grave's Dictionary, The 
World of Islum, edited by Bernard 
Lewis, ete. ~ Shiloh is shortly to 
travel to Notre Danie University in 
the U.S. to participate in an interna- 
tional symposium with 13 leading 
scholars on music in Middle Ages, in 
which he covers the field of Moslem 
activity. 

At the sume time, however, the 
here and now is very much on Shi- 
loah’s mind. He has introduced two 
courses on Jewish music to the curri- 
culum of the Hebrew University's 
School for Overseas Students. He 
spares no effort in arcanging for 
colleagues from the world over 10 
come on working stints in Jerusalem 
(“the city is a paradise for those 
interested in the non-European 
musical traditions"); right naw, two 
prominent East-European musico- 
ogists, Slawa Kominek of Poland 
and Ankjca Petrovic of Yuguslavia, 
are here for a six-month stay. In the 
American Ethnomusicology maga- 
zine, Shiloah, together with Prof. 
Erik Cohen, a sociologist, wrote on 
“The Dynamig¢s of Change in Jewish ὁ 
Oriental Ettnic Music in'Isrel."* - .- 


THERE JS no question, however, 
that religious hymns -- the piyutim -- 
originate in Eretz Yisrael. The first 
Christian hymns, too, were created 
in Jerusalem. Spread throughout the 
world, the piyutin returned to this 
country with the Safad kabbalists in 
the 16th century. 

Indeed, the kabbala-stimulated 
ceremonies were always richly en- 
dowed with music: kabbalat Shab- 
bat, the Sabbath meals, bakashot. 
The bakashot, sung between the 
Succot und Pessah holidays on Shab- 
bat mornings at 3 a.m., have, in fact, 
developed into concerts of a sort, 
with the paytanim and hazanin 
assembling [0 sing for two to three 
hours, Most of the people coming to 
listen are not even aware of the 
primary religious reason for getting 
up in the middle of the night to listen 
to a concert, says Shiloah. 

The place of music in traditional 
ceremonies beyond the walls of 
the synagogue -- brit mila, bar mitzva, 
Lag B’Omer, Mimuna, etc. -- ἰβ also 
discussed as is the Sephardic ro- 
mance, hassidic nigun, and klezmer 
music. 

Dance ~ from the times of the 
Bible to contemporary Isracl -- is 
given broad coverage. Nor are the 
various musical instruments left out. 
“Obviously, we have to deal with the 
general organologia, as the Jews 
made music on a wide variety of 
instruments in the countries of dis- 
persal.” 

The last volume deals with the 
processes of change, especially in 
today’s Israel. : 

“L always prefer the broad pic- 
ture," says the Argentine-born sci- 
entist, who arrived in Jerusalem at 
13. He may have been the ideal 
choice for writing the all- 
encompassing work: Shiloah's Sor- 
bonne doctorate on Arab music 
theory was preceded by studies of 
both Hebrew and Arab literature at 
the Hebrew University and the flute 
at what is now the Rubin Academy 

«οὐ Music, “I studied a lot,” says 
Shilooh simply of his humanistic and 
musical education. Musicology was 
the obvious way to combine bath. 

The pursuit of the wider picture is 
also what makes Shiloah the scholar 
so proud of being a Jerysalemite.

Communities, hailed by a colleague 
as “a veritable breakthrough in 
teaching music history." [ts four 
attractive, soft-cover volumes, 
together with the accompanying cas- 
settes, serve as the basis of an Every- 
man's University course. 

“This is a cultural course, not just 
musical,"’ says the author who de- 
voted four years to the monograph. 
He has warm words of praise for the 


WORKING ON The Musical Tradi- 
tion proved as intense an experience 
as any of Shiloah's earlier treatises. 
“A number of problems stare us in 
the face,"’ says the musicologist. 
“First, there is no basic material to 
lean on. Then, the Jewish people 
have many musical traditions. Yet 
what is Jewish music? We see 2 great 
plurality of musical culture.” 

He is less than enthusiastic about 
the theories - notably, by the re- 
nowned musicologist-researcher 
Abraham Zvi [delson (1882-1938) - 
on the common denominators of all 
Jewish traditions, linking them with 
biblical times, “Here, the element of 
change must be taken into account," 
submits Shiloh. “Musical traditions 
have undergone change in the course 
of the last 50 years in this country. 
How much more they must have 
changed during the period the Jews 
lived as minorities scattered all over 
the world!" And yet, our musical 
tradition being oral, one cannot real- 
ly prove much. 

Still another problem, of a metho- 
dological kind, had to do with “writ- 
ing something comprehensive. giv- 
ing a picture, without delving too

“THIS PRODUCT was made with- 
out cruelty to animals," is inscribed 
on the cover of The Pretenders’ new 
album Get Close (Hed Arzi) for 
Chrissie Hynde, band leader and 
lead singer, is a sworn vegetarian on 
ideological grounds. Her music, 
voice and style is the linking factor 
between this album and the group's 
previous one, after the release of 
which the manager and two out of 
three band members were replaced. 

Hynde is one of rock's most 
enigmatic figures; having gone 
through her teens in the "60s, she 
does not sound like any other female 
singer, nor does she model herself 
after one. Her idols were the Bea- 
tles, the Stones, the Kinks, Iggy Pop 
and male guitarists of her time. Let's 
face it, it’s hard to imagine a 35-year- 
old mother of two leading a rock 
band.

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BOTH THESE books use Reverend 
Jesse Jacksun's 1984 Presidential 
candidacy as ἃ primary reference. 
For Weisbord and Kazarian, Jack- 
son's drawn out battle with the 
American Jewish Communily is cen- 
tral. For Reed, the tensions raised 
make up just onc chapter in a book 
examining ἃ multitude of issues sur- 
rounding the candidacy. The fact 
that Reed's one chapter tells us more 
about black/Jewish tensions than 
does the whole Weisbrod/Kazarian 
book in itself reveals much about the 
“confrontation between friends," to 
use former UN Ambassador Andy 
Young's phrase. 

Adolph Reed .uses the Jackson 
candidacy to expose & more general 
atrophy in the Afro-American pol- 
ity. Writing from a radical perspec: 
tive, he does not sec Jackson's bid, 
for the presidency as a “Rainbow 
coalition” or as even symbolic of 
genuine black aspirations. Rather, it 
represented an uneasy last-minute 
coalition between the Protest and 
Electoral élites of the black com- 
munity, each out to save its own 
neck. 

Reed accuses the Protest élite, 
represented by men and women like 
Jackson, and the Electoral élite, rep- 
resented by the black officials who 
initially repudiated, and then ful- 
somely endorsed, Jackson's cam- 
paign, of being justified only by the 
while machine. Consequently, the 
“black issues” developed by these 
élites actually serve to reinforce their 
own positions within the white 
machine. 

The two “black issues” which de- 
veloped conflicts with Jewish groups 
are _Tepresentative: “Affirmative 
Action,” argues Reed, only benefits 
the petty bourgeois minority of 
Afro-Americans. Middle East 
power-broking, as practised by Jack- 
son, Walter Fauntroy and ἴδκορῃ 
Lowery, may reflect black olitical 
opinion, but does not help fight the 
severe economic effects of Reagan- 


PARSHANDATA was the honori- 
fic bestowed -on Rashi (Rabbenu 
Shlomo ben Yitzchak, 1949-1105, 
Troyes, France) by a nearly contem- 
ale scholar and rival, Abraham 
bn Ezra (Spain, 1089-1164). Ironi- 
cally enough, it was the name of 
Haiman's first-born, who shared his 
father's fate on the gallows. But the 
Aramaic word could easily bé inter- 
preted as soins commentator, 
and Rashi was and has remained the 
Bible and Talmud commentator, un- 
surpassed and indispensable for 
nearly 1,000 years. 

From a scholarly point of view, 
Rashi’s monumental commentary 
on the Talmud may be considered 85 
More important than his work on the 
Bible. But.some things are more 
important than scholarship, and his 
Pentateuch commentary. has had a 
lasting impact on the spiritual and 
cultural life of our people— probably 
even more than the works of that 
intellectual aristocrat Maimonides 
(the Rambam), compared to whom 
Rashi was an earthy, popular figure, 
able to speak to the heart as well as

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Where needed, Rashi sup- 
lemented his commentary by trans- 
ating into (old) French, the famous 
la‘azim (listed in Berliner’s but not 
in Chavel’s edition, and missing — 
regrettably -- in this new edition as 
well), which, together with the terms 
he used all over his commentary on 
the Babylonian Talmud, constitute a 
major source for the study of 
medieval French. Rashi displays an 
amazing intimacy with the living 
conditions and technology, particu- 
larly agricultural, of his time; he is ave 
fait with their botany and zoology 
too. His commentary conveys above 
all a complete and harmonious Jew- 
ish universe in which a Jew can feel 


- at home and helps him build his life 


on firm religious-spiritual founda- 
tions. 

Rashi's popularity and fame were 
instantaneous. The Pentateuch coni- 
mentary inspired others by Ibn Ezra 
and the Ramban (Nachmanides). 
According to Maurice Liber’s 
masterly monograph (French, 1906; 
English transfation by Henrieta 
Szoid, 1911), more than 200 super- 
commentaries were written oa Rashi 
in his own time. Manuscripts

IN THE AMBITIOUS project 
under review, of which the first 
volume comprises the first four 
weekly Tora portions only, there is 
little mention of the intellectual 
giants on whose shoulders today’s 
scholarship stands. Haifa’s chief rab- 
bi, Shaar Yashuv Cohen, heads the 
Ariel Institute, which is responsible 
for the project, and appears as its 
chief editor. He treats this modern 
acolarattp with some condescen- 
sion (p.16), and. of Rashi’s biog- 
raphers mentions 8 lone E.M. Lips- 
chitz. While he pays tribute to Abra- 
ham Berliner’s pioneering work in 
his 1867 and 1905 editions of the 
Rashi text and also mentions the late 
Rabbi C.B. Chavel, whose 1982 edi- 
tion is an improved version of Ber- 
liner’s second edition, the main edi- 
tor, Rabbi Bezalel Mayani, men- 
tions Berliner only. 

The question remains why the 
Rashi text reproduced here is Bom- 
bera's Venice edition of 1524-26, all 
its advanta: notwithstanding, and 
not Chavel's definitive one. Both 
Berliner and Chavel used the normal 
square and not the so-called Rashi 


script which even today constitutes . 


something of a barrier for some 
readers, but this new edition never- 
theless uses the Rashi script. - 

A point stressed by 
editors, and in support of which they 
can quote earlier authorities, is that

essay on that controversy. an out- 
rageous piece of Jewish Uncle Tom- 
mery, is cited as a legitimate refuta- 
tion of black anti-Semitism. 

Reed's claims of an Israel/South 
African axis, and of the tendency of 
the American Zionist lobby “to 
brand any criticism of Israel its anti- 
Semitism," are conspicuous by the 
absence of back-up evidence in an 
otherwise well-annotated hook. 
Jackson's anti-Semitism is fully ack- 
nowledged, indeed is seen as indica- 
tive of the anti-democratic nature of 
his campaign, as evidenced by 
phrases like “race treason" used 
against his black critics. However, 
Reed also asserts that Jackson's anti- 
Semitism “ruined the one contribu- 
tion he might have made... that is, 
the call for a more reasonable 
approach to United States policy on 
the Middle East,” without explain- 
ing why Jackson's Middle East plank 
was any more substantive than any 
of the others in his platform. 

Nonetheless, Reed identifies the 
fundamental cause of the black/ 
Jewish confrontation, and that is 
that there is no “historic alliance” 
between the two groups. The long- 
term relationship of American Jew 
to American black has been One of 
patronage, not partnership. The 
Jews were the benefactors, the 
blacks the receivers. Robert ‘Weis- 
bord and Richard Kazarian quote 
Jackson as noting “Jews were willing 
to share decency, but not power.” 


IRONICALLY, Weisbord and 
Kazarian not only otherwise ignore 
the fallacy of the ‘historic alliance,” 
their hook perpetuates the 
benefactor/receiver relationship of 
blacks and Jews. It might have been 
entitled Israel in. the Jewish Amer- 
ican Perspective, as Ex, lained to 
Blacks. Instead of using the statistic- 
al research used by Reed to validate 
grassroots black o inion, Weisbord 
and Kazarian rely on leadership 
statements, the middle-class. black 


Rashi composed his Pentateuch 
commentary moved by ruah ha- 
kodesh (the holy spirit), And, in- 
deed, this assertion of divine inspira- 
tion is perfectly acceptable. A saintly 
person, which Rashi certainly was, 
must have reached the stage of rualt 
ha-kodesh in R. Pinchas Ὁ. Ya’air's 
well-known scale of ethics (end of 
Sota in some Mishna editions; Avo- 
da Zara 20b). After all, we ourselves 
may meet individuals whose spir- 
ituality leads us to exclaim instinc- 
tively: the ‘Shechina rests upon 
him.” This, incidentally, is Rashi’s 
own explanation of the concept in 
Avoda Zara. 

If, on the other hand, the term 
divine inspiration is used to attach — 
as I'm afraid it is - some quasi- 
canonical infallibilily to each and 
every word in the commentary, We 
should treat such an assertion with 8 
good deal of scepticism. When Rashi 
says, as in Ez. 42:3, that a certain 
interpretation “was shown fo me 
from Heaven,” it must not be taken 
Iiterally. This formnula is also used by 
other scholars, such as the 12th cen- 
tury Rabad, Rabbi Abraham b. 
David of Posquieres when they wish 
to state that they have no tradition 
for a particular statement and that it 
is their very own. I. Twersky, the 
Rabad’s biographer, calls it “an os- 
tentatious flourish of vigorous self- 
reliance.” Certainly, as far as Rashi 
is concerned, the assertion does not 
detract from his essential humility. 

A great deal of criticism of Rashi 
has been voiced by his fellow cam- 
mentators — by [bn Ezra, by his own 
grandson R. Samuel! b.. Meir. (the 
Rashbam), and in particular by the 


Ramban, who opens his Pentateuch. 


commentary with a beautiful. poem 
in which he bestows high- praise on 
Rashi, declaring at the same time 


that he “will argue with his words, 


closely, examine , his interpretations 


media. and the white media to gauge 
black perceptions of Israel. 

Consequently, the Black Hebrew 
Israelites, almost a non-issue for 
American blacks, are given a whole 
chapter, including detailed explana- 
tions of Ben-Ammi Carter's philoso- 
phy. The presence in Israel of bas- 
ketball players like Earl Williams 
and Aulcie Perry is considered 
somehow significant for Afro- 
Americans. The writers’ acceptance 
of the Jackson candidacy as “symho- 
lic” for American blacks is Β pecu- 
liarly whitefleft_ perception, as de- 
monstrated by Reed. 

The book is not without value: it is 
a well-written and spirited explana- 
tion and defence of American Jewish 
support for Israel, in the context οἵ. 
Jewish/black relations. However, it 
is difficult to discuver whut qualifies 
it as Number 84 of “Contributions in 
Afro-American and African Stu- 
dies.” 

With the exception of one insight: 
after exploding the Isracl/South 
Africa “alliance” myth, the writers 
note that [srac! justifies its umex- 
traordinary relations with the Apar- 
theid regime as part of a “pragma- 
tie” foreign policy, and observe that 
“tobe consistent, this means Jews in 
Israel and the Diaspora must stop 
bemouning the indifference and si- 
lence of the ‘civilized’ world during 
the Holocaust." 

Both books maintain a cautious 
optimism regarding the future of a 
black/Jewish alliance in the U.S., 
based both on a necessary bond 
against Reaganism, und a fun- 
damental reevaluation of the rela- 
tionship as it stands. In this respect, 
it is noteworthy that the only two 
black icons to survive the radical 
Afro-American debunking deli- 
vered by Reed ure Martin Luther 
King and W.E.B. Du Buis. Both 
men are shown by Weisbord and 
Kazurian to have been pro-Zionist 
well beyond any desire to cater to 
Jewish American patronage. a

RESERVATIONS should also be 
expressed regarding a tendency by 
the editors to ascribe kabbalistic 
ideas to Rashi and his commentary.

But the fact remains 
that, among the some 30 books listed 
by Chavel as making up Rashi's 
library (see also Berliner's introduc- 
tions, p. XVIII and in this edition 
p.17), thercis nota single kabbalistic 
treatise, particularly those dating 
from gaonic times. Though such 
hagiography may be: fashionable, it 
can only dim the radiance of so great 
a Bois as Rashi. 

fone of this is meant to detract 
from the value and importance of a 
“complete Rashi." Magniticently 
produced, its completeness is 
achieved by quoting fully both 
Rashi’s primary and secondary 
sources, thus allowing students to 
see the great commentator at work 
selecting, editing and adapting 
them. The accompanying notes 
show thorough familiarity with these 
sources, and must be regarded as a 
major achievement of rabbinic scho- 
farship. 

The Pentateuch is reproduced in a 
large Koren type-face together with 
the Aramaic Targum Onkelos, itself 
one of Rashi’s major sources, and 
facsimiles of the text of the three first 
editions. It will probably need at 
least another 10. volumes to com- 
plete the series; one can only wish

Anger} so much,” writes B.A. 
Young in his biography of Rattigan, 
“that he would have left after the 
first interval. He later had a long 
conversation about it with Gvorge 
Devine, at whose theatre, The Royal 
Court, the play was showing. For 
two and a half hours he tried to 
persuade [Devine] that the play 
could not possibly be a success. “Well 
itis,” Devine kept repeating, insist- 
ing that it would put the theatre on 
the map. “Then 1 know nothing ab- 
oul plays,’ Rattigan eventually 
answered, ‘You know everything ab- 
out plays, bul you don't know a 
fucking thing about Look Back in 
Anger." " 

, Rattigan continued writing plays 
in the only way he knew how malt up 
until his death in the niid-Seventies. 
He was the last of the group includ- 
ing Coward, Maugham and Lens- 
dale that provided well-crafted en- 
tertainment in the tradition of 
Pinero and Wilde and Galsworthy. 
They may have added a patina of 
modernism but were nevertheless 
captives of their staid middle-class 
audience. For Rattigan, this audi- 
ence was represented by his imagin- 
ary “Aunt Edna", the comfortably- 
off lady who spent her time at con- 
certs, the theatre and art exhibits.

RATTIGAN WAS a born theatre 
man, carefully plotting each work

His 
first hit, French Without Tears, ran 
for over a thousand performances in 
1936. What it lacked in witty dia- 
logue it made up for in plot and 
character. Language was never Rat- 
tigan’s forte: he was no Coward or 
Wilde. The tone of his work could be 
bright and bubbly and smart though 
he had a pedestrian, middle-class 
language. 

-A. Young's subtitle, ‘The 
Theatre of Character”, is essentially 
correct, because, as Rattigan ma- 
tured us a playwright, so did his 
characters. Although his view of life

Birstein has an admirable ability 
to express a great deal in only a few 
brief sentences, without going into 
unnecessary background, and with- 
out bringing in irrelevant associa- 
tions.

Puper, Crabby and reelusive (he has 
been called “the Howard Hughes ot 
an journalisny’), Adis is 
unlikely ever to achieve the miss 
appeal of a Lewis Grizzard. For ane 
thing, he is not above insulting his 
readers. For another, he is arrogant. 
For a third, his humour is often 
OUtrAgeUUs. 

But he is also incredibly informa- 
tive. Adams's shtick is tu answer 
questions - questions about any- 
thing. Why the “57” on the Heinz 
label? What does the G in G-string 
stand for? How did Houdini do it? 
Why are phonogruph speeds estab- 
lished at 33, 45 and 78 RPM? What 
exactly is popping of the ears? Do 
Xerox machines emit radiation? 
What causes an itch? What is catnip? 
Why is there no Channel One on 
American TV? Was Jesus s Capri- 
corn? Where did the expression 
“crocodile tears” come from? Can 
an atheist be sworn in us a witness in 
court? Where did the suits in playing 
cards originate? How is sperm col- 
lected for sperm banks? 

These and hundreds of other ques- 
tions are deftly handled in this fasci- 
nating and highly entertaining col- 
lection. But beware ~ Cecil Adams 
does not suffer fools easily. Flere's τὶ 
typical exchange:
